by the explosion of a big gasoline 

tank upon which he was working. 

It appears that in company with 
a helper, Mr. Wallace had journeyed 
from Wainwright to repair a leak 
in the big double container at Pro 
vost, and preparatory to doing the 
work they had ‘steamed out” the 
tank, which was mounted on a high 
stand, for some considerable time 
before the welding, but after only a 
few moments from commencing 
‘work, Mr. Wallace, who was stand- 
ing on a ladder, was literally blown 
to the ground by tthe force of the 
explosion, striking his head severely 
on a concrete sidewalk with the re- 
“sult that he sustained a severe trac- 
ture of ‘the skull which caused his 
almost immediate death. 

Dr. York, who is coroner for that 
district, was immediately called and 
ordered removal of the patient ‘to 
the hospital, ‘ut the passed away 
without regaining consciousness. 

It is assumed by the police, wnv 
have been investigating the case, 
that the heat from the welding torch 
ignited some fumes which still re- 
mained within the ‘tank, thus caus- 
ing the accident, and Chief Coroner 
Braithwaite having been giiven the 
particulars it was considered an in- 
quest was not necessary. 

The deceased leaves a young wife; 
are no children.

Mr. James A. Richardson, Presi- 
dent of James Richardson and Sons 
Limited, on June 21st and June 24th, 
1935, appeared at Ottawa before a’ 
Special Committee of the House of

Following presentation to

Committee of his statement covering | 
various phases of the Canadian | 
yrain Trade, Mr. Bichardson was 
-examined by the Prime Minister, the | 
Right Honourable R. B. Bennett. In! 
the course of this questioning a dis- 
cussion took place concerning the 
cost of producing wheat in Western 
Yanada. The evidence and examina- 
tion of Mr. Richardson required 
some hours and occupied 65 printed 
pages of evidence containing more, 
than ‘45,000 words. The excerpt from 
the verbatim report of the proceed- 
ings dealing with the discussion on 
cost of producing wheat reads a» 
follows:

“Now, Mr. Richardson, how much 
do you think the farmer should be} 
paid for his wheat in onder to break | 
even.

Neverthe- 
less deliberately misleading informa- 
tion was issued by the Alberta 
Wheat Pool] in their Weekly Budget 
of News to the Weekly Newspapers 
of Alberta in an attempt to mis- 
lead the farmers into believing that 
Mr. Richardson considered 40 cents 
as being a price basis which our 
Canadian farmers should be pre- 
pared to accept for their wheat. 


Similar misleading reports have

appeared in newspaper organs pub- 
lished by Pool grain handling org- 


anizations and misleading — state- 
ments to the same effect have 
been circulated and repeated 


throughout the countryside. 

The Wheat Board Bill as original- 
ly introduced in Parliament made 
no provision for a guaranteed mini- 
mum price to the farmer. The pro- 
ducer was to” get an initial pay- 
ment and a participation certificate 
similar to fhe method followed un- 
der the Wheat Board of 1919. 
Richardson advocated that the\ far- 
mer be given a guaranteed fixed 
minimum price. The bill was subse- 
quently amended by the committee 
to provide for this proposed 
minimum price to the farmer. In the 
course of his evidence dealing with 
fair ‘price for the Mr. 
Richardson said:

CANADA’S “COMPTONITES” 
SOLVE PROBLEMS OF 
MODERN LIFE 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P.E.I.—In a 
co-operative colony on the shore of 
the Belle River in this province a 
little band known as ‘‘Comptonites”’ 
claim to have solved the problems 
of a complex society by living with- 
in themselves. : 

The colony was’ founded in 1909 
by Ben Compton, descendant of an 
old Canadian family. Its members 
make no effort to secure converts, 
|and they ask but to be left alone. 

The Comptonites own all goods in 
common and use no money in deal- 
ings among themselves. They oper- 
ate farms and lumber mills, and the 
money received from the sale of 
their product goes into the purchase 
of goods they cannot _make for 
themselves. These are distributed 
through the colony, store, on request 
without price. “We ask for the 
things we need, no more, and these 
are gladly given. us,’’ said one mem- 
ber. ‘‘We do not abuse the system.” 

When two young people of the 
colony decide to marry all lend a 
hand in the erection of a home for 
them, and it is fully equipped from 
the communal stores. Then the 
couple are expected to till the soil, 
;to work in the mills, and add to the 
community chest the fruits of their 
labours. In its limited field the 
system seems to be bringing con- 
tentment and harmony to the little 
| group.
